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Said, now it is'/yours’. Satyam said: 1 dont 
need it’’ upon this (Hazrat) Omar sent it to the 
Baitul-Mal. 

3. When (Hazrat) Omar was in his death 
bed he sent a messenger to Aesha with some 
message, and instructed him to speak on behalf 
of (Hazrat) Omar and not on behalf of the com- 
mander of the faithful, for he was not the com- 
mander of the faithful at that time as he was not 
in a condition to perform the duties of his office.
